STIRRING SPEECH ON 
TAKING OFFICE.

From REvTER’s CORRESPONDENT. 
VALLETTA (MALTA), Monday. 

General Sir David Campbell, the newly- 
appointed Governor of Malta, departing 
from the usual practice, after the ceremony 
of swearing in here to-day, made a stirring 
speech on the present political situation 
and outlined his hopes for the future. 

His speech was an.impassioned appeal to 
blot out all the unhappy memories of the 
past, and to tackle the problems of the 
future with good-will and sympathetic 
understanding. This would require 
enormous sacrifices from all. 

Sir David said that he had no personal 
axe to grind, and that he had no interest 
in this or that particular party. He only 
cared for the peace and prosperity of the 
island, and he expected that all would play 
a man’s game and co-operate for the 

restige of the Roman Catholic religion in 
Malta. 

The Governor-General was unable to say 
what the report of the Roval Commission 
would contain, but no one was more 
anxious than he to see responsible govern- 
ment restored as soon as possible. Sir 
David Campbell’s speech made a great and 
favourable impression on all who were 
present. The most notable absentees were 
the Bishop of Malta and Gozo and the 
Nationalist leaders, who stayed away in 
protest against the presence of the 
Ministers. 

| Nore.—The Roval Commission referred 
to by Sir David Campbell is engaged in 
framing recommendations as to the present 
and future government of the island. The 
Constitution of Malta, which is a self- 
governing Dominion, was suspended by the 
Imperial Parliament following a difference 
between Lord Strickland, Prime Minister 
of Malta, and the Church. ]

SCHOOL. 


CHRISTIAN BROTHERS’

A school in which every subject, except 
English, will be tanght through the medium 
of the Irish language, was opened yesterday 
at No. 6 Harcourt street. Dublin, and was 
visited by Mr. Ernest Blythe, Free State 
Minister for Finance. and Vice-President of 
the Executive Council. 

The school, which is of the secondary 
class, is conducted by the Christian Brothers. 
and yesterday, on the opening, Mass was 
celebrated in a classroom temporarily fitted 
up as a chapel. The Very Rev. (Canon 
srimes, P.F., St. Kevin's, was the celebrant. 
and many Christian Brothers and pupils were 
in attendance. 

Mr. Blythe was shown over it by the 
Superior, Rev. Brother Tattan.

Mr. Charles W. B. Bovle, solicitor for the 
latter, is appealing to the Illinois High Court. 
The whole matter will he re-opened, and it is 
helieved with good hope that the Free State 
parties will be able to establish their claims. 

The fortunate claimants are members of 
a family named Veage, of Rathfriland, Co. 
Down, who claimed that the late Mr. W. J. 
Dovle, the millionaire, who died intestate, 
was a son of John Doyle, who went to 
America from Rathfriland. His sister, 
Mary, married a man named Veage, from 
whom they are déscended.

THE HISTORY OF CEYLON. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES,

to the heather. This sending of bees to 

the heather is extensively practised in 
England, where whole train-loads of hives 
| are sent from the most southern counties 
all the way to Scotland, but I was not 
aware that the practice prevailed in this 
country, and I was, therefore, glad to meet 
this evidence that at least one Dublin bee- 
keeper is awake to the stores of nectar 
which lie almost at his door. The range 
of action of a bee is limited to a maximum 
of about two miles from the hive, and it is, 
therefore, useless to keep a hive in 
Terenure and hope for heather honey from 
Ticknock. Towards the.end of July the 
hives must be sent to the mountains, 
where, no doubt, any farmer or cottager 
will willingly accommodate them in some 
sheltered corner, and then—if the weather 
prove propitious—abundance of delicious 
honey will be forthcoming by the end of 
September. It is a big “if,” but then the 
great fascination of sending bees to the 
heather is that it is such a gigantic gamble.

Visitors continually demand the origin 
of the name ‘ Botany Bay,” the well- 
known square in Trinity College, but most 
of them, 1 fear, go away under the impres- 
sion that it has some connection with the 
famous Australian establishment.

A Fateful Date. 


It occurred to me yesterday when I 
glanced at the calendar that October 6th

BELFAST, Monday. 

HE prediction that a general election 

for the Imperial Parliament will be 
held towards the end of th*s month has 
caused a good deal of activity in Unionist 
circles throughout the Six Counties; but 
interest is chiefly centred in Belfast, 
where it is thought that th:.e will be at 
least a couple of contests. He would be 
a bold man who would challenge Captain 
Herbert Dixon, the Chief Unionist Whip 
in the Belfast Parliament, but it is freely 
rumoured that Mr. W. E. D. Allen, M.P., 
will enter the electoral arera against him. 

Captain Dixon represents East Belfast 
jin the Imperial House of Commons, as 
well as in the Northern House, forming a 
sort of official connecting link between 
the two Governments, while Mr. Allen 
sits at Westminster for West Belfast. He 
was elected in the Unionist interest, but 
subsequently he joined Sir Oswald 
Mosley’s group. It was thought that Mr. 
Allen might attempt to retain his seat in 
West Belfast, where he is very popular 
with the working classes, and the sug- 
gestion that he may make an attack upon 
Captain Dixon’s political stronghold has 
come as a great surprise. 

All sorts of rumours are fiving about 
regarding the West Belfast constituency, 
for which it is foreshadowed that there 
will be an official Unionist, an Indepen- 
dent Unionist, and a Labour candidate ; 
but the expense of a contested election 
may have a restraining influence upon 
some of those who aspire to political 
honours, 


OPPORTUNITY FOR FRUIT GROWERS 


The splendid success of the British 
canned fruit and vegetable industry, which 
has only been in existence for three vears, 
should stimulate the orchard-owners and 
horticulturists of Northern Ireland to 
renewed efforts in a similar direction. It 
is recorded that the production of canned 
fruit in England developed from 6,000,000 
tons in 1928 to the remarkable total of 
19,000,000 last year, or more than a three- 
fold increase. In the case of tinned 
vegetables the figures show an increase 
from 1,500,000 cans to 16,000,000 cans 
during the same period, and, with the rate 
of exchange against the importation of 
foreign products, there should be even 
greater developments in future. 

The proper grading of fruit has helped 
on this good work, and Northern Ireland 
has equal opportunities for growth and 
progress if it is supported by the spirit 
of enterprise combined with co-operation. 
Some time ago there was a movement to 
establish a canning industry in Portadown, 


of high quality could be got; but it fell 
through. Perhaps, the Ministry of Agri- 
culture or the Ministry of Commerce 
might try to stir up a little enthusiasm 
in this promising project. In these days, 
when old industries are declining, it is 
well that some new ones should be started.

TO PREVENT PROFITEERING.

It is a strange commentary on Ulster 
Unionism that in some of the affairs that 
really matter it is found wanting. The 
rent ramp, with its ‘‘ profiteering ” land- 
lords, was exposed in the Belfast House 
of Commons by Mr. Beattie, the only 
Socialist member ; and it is chiefly due to 
his stubborn advocacy that a Committee of 
[Inquiry has been set up. The tendency to 
‘‘ profiteer ” in foodstuffs during the 
present crisis was dealt with in the 
Northern Senate last week by Mr. T. J. 
Campbell, K.C., the Nationalist leader. 
and he urged that the example of England 
should be followed, and a bill be brought 
forward to prevent unreasonable advances 
in prices, 

Lord Craigavon, however, says that there 
is no need for such a measure, and that the 
Government will be watching. This atti- 
‘tude has caused strong comment both in 
the Unionist Press and among the general 
community, the prevailing opinion being 
that the stable door will not be locked 
until the horse is stolen. It is also felt 
that in such an important matter as 
‘‘ profiteering ” in the people’s food the 
traditional ‘‘ step-by-step ’’ policy with 
Great Britain should not be ignored. 
Should there be a ramp in food or in fuel 
and coal is already advancing in price 
mere '' watching ” will not be of much 
avail, and discontent will be widespread. 


THE WORKHOUSE TAIN17. 


The hubbub about the administration of 
transitional benefit to the unemployed con- 
tinues, and it does not appear to be exactly 
settled vet where applicants are to be in- 
terviewed regarding their condition. There 
are conflicting ideas on the subject. The 
Government says that the “ Public 
Assistance Committee ’’—the new name 
camouflaging the Board of Guardians— 
will meet in some neutral place away from 
the union, but the Belfast Guardians de- 
clare that they will meet at No. 1 Lisburn 
road, which is the address of the work- 
house itself 


In referring to this aspect of the question 


last Saturday, Mr. J. M. Andrews, the 


Government and the Guardians were most 
anxious that there should be no taint of 
pauperism about the payment of transi- 
tional benefit to the unemployed. He 
pointed out that the Belfast Government 
was adopting the British Act, in order to 
keep in harmony with legislation at West- 
minster. Without help from the British 
Exchequer, the Northern Administration 
could not possibly carry on, and this is 
frankly admitted by Mr. Andrews, who 
says that otherwise it would be a bad day 
for the workers of Northern Lreland. 


IN MUSICAL CIRCLES. 


Musical circles in Belfast will be the

P. Swanton, director of the Grand Opera 
House orchestra. He was appointed con- 
ductor of the old Theatre Royal orchestra 
about forty-six years ago, and was subse- 
quently transferred to the Opera House, 
both establishments belonging to Messrs. 
Warden. Mr. Swanton’s health has be 
come impaired, and he has been advised 
to live in a warmer climate. When the 
Theatre Royal was burned down in 1881 
he rescued a valuable old fiddle at great 
personal risk. He arranged the music 
for the annual pantomimes in the Opera 
House for a long number of years, being 
a skilful harmonist well as a per- 
‘former, and his compositions were marked 
by colour and tunefulness.

Night Workers’ Narrow 
Escape

F ARLY this morning some of the night 


staff emploved on the reconstruction 

of the Boyne Viaduct had a narrow 
escape from serious injury when a large.

We fear that much of the hope whith 
welcomed thé National Government of 
Great Britain has evaporated. That 
Government, formed by union of the best 
men of the three parties, undertook to 
carry the country through a grave crisis. 
Immediately public opinion rallied to its 
support, and foreign opinion exhibited the 
liveliest symptoms of relief. Now some- 
thing like a paralysis has smitten the men 
to whom so much was entrusted and vf 
whom so much was expected. Divided 
counsels have ousted a united purpose and 
|a common patriotism. A week ago the 
demand for a general election became 
mysteriously urgent, and it was declared 
that the National Government must be 
confirmed by a mandate from the people. 
Then ‘‘ noises off,” as the stage instruc- 
tions say, revealed an eager struggle 
for the soul of the National Government ; 
and to-day it is clear that for Liberal poli- 
ticians the “ National ' Government must 
be Liberal, and for Conservatives must be 
Conservative. If it is to have Liberal 
support, it must eschew tariffs ; if the Con- 
servatives are to keep it in office, tariffs 
must stand in the forefront of its policy. 
A “formula ” which would reconcile the 
two parties has been sought, and until 
now has been sought in vain. Liberal 
members of the National Government have

formed a new Liberal party which will

The position is strangely disconcert- 
ing. It is assumed that Parliament will 
be dissolved on Thursday and that a 
general election will take place on the 
28th October. Yet on the eve of an elec- 
tion which may affect Britain’s 
existence, no man can say whether Mr 
Macdonald will ask the ccuntry to support 
a new National Government, or whether 
the Conservatives will make a fresh bid 
for office. If the country is bewildered, 
its instincts are sound, and we suspect 
that its judgment to-day is “ A plague on 
both your houses.” A remnant of the 
Liberal Party clings to free trade, and 
would prefer a dead England to an 
England revived by tariffs. The Con- 
servative prejudice, different in kind, 's 
not less short-sighted or less selfish. The 
party has made a fetish of tariffs, and 
demands now that its policy shall over- 
ride all exigencies and every 
need of compromise. We credit Mr.

The Motor Trade. 


The Ministry for Transport has pub- 
lished the relating to the 
registration of new motor vehicles in Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland during the 
last ten months.

ance has been made for all foreign 
imports, is found to have sold over 185,000 
motor vehicles of all sorts in the United 
Kingdom. There is little doubt, more- 
over, that, if weather conditions had been 
less severe, the figures would have been 
much higher. Few’ other trades can show 
such healthy symptoms; and here it is 
necessary to examine the position of the 
British motor industry’s chief competitor 
—the United States. Not long ago the 
National Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce in that country issued ; statistics, 
which proclaimed an abatement of 27 per 
cent. in the production of motor engines 
during the corresponding period of 1930. 
Actually the total was 2,054,781 vehicles 
for the relevant eight months of 1951 
against 2,819,146 in the previous year. 
It is hard to think, in the face of such 
evidence, that the British motor industry 
suffers any initial handicap to-day in the 
race for world markets. Indeed, the fall 
in the price of the pound has strengthened 
its position to no small extent. On the 
other hand, there are certain aspects of 
the struggle in which British firms are 
found wanting. The higher horse-power 
of the American cars and the keener con- 
cern of American manufacturers for the 
requirements of their purchasers have 
given to the United States a pride of 
place scarcely justified by its products. 
Now a new “ free-wheeling ” device lends 
an additional cachet to America’s 
reputation. British manufacturers, un- 
fortunately, have been so much occupied 
—owing to the method of traction obtain 
ing in England—with the need to derive 
from high revolutions the power other- 
obtained from a 
stroke measurement

Shoe Leather. 


The amateurs in deduction who main- 
tain that a man’s character is betrayed 
by what he puts on the feet probably will 
find evidence of degeneration in the 
Leather Trades Exhibition, which opened 
vesterday in London; for manufacturers 
assembled there from all over the worid 
have pronounced a message of doom—the 
boot is almost extinct. After a long 
struggle, the victory in all civilised lands 
has gone to the shoe, and only a devoted 
two per cenf. of the male population has 
remained faithful to the footwear of a 
hardier age. We accept the march of 
civilisation ; yet the disappearance of the 
boot must cause a mild regret. Viewed 
in retrospect, the boot appears as an out- 
ward symbol ‘of a worthy and respectable 
order of things. It suggests hard work 
and a steady progress in difficult ways. 
The news, perhaps, derives a special 
pathos from the fact that it comes from 
England, the country whose citizens above 
all others enshrine in themselves the solid 
and unassuming qualities of the boot. 
John Bull in top-boots is an impressive 
figure, but imagination fails to visualise 
a John Bull in patent leather shoes. The 
disclosures of the exhibition are not con- 
fined, however, to this important matter ; 
for, in addition, we are told that women’s 
feet have become bigger. Expressed with 
such bluntness, the announcement may 
appear ungallant, but in reality it is a 
tribute to feminine prowess and feminine 
common-sense. No longer are feet crammed 
into uncomfortable shoes; no longer do 
absurd heels turn a walk into a torture. 
If there has been a sacrifice of daintiness, 
it is offset by developments in the shoes 
themselves. Manufacturers must ransack 
the globe to provide novel materials, 
and the hides of crocodiles and sharks, 
and even the skins of frogs and 
chameleons, have been called into service. 


A Winter Sport. 


It has been said that the Franco- 
Prussian War, debarring the _ British 
holiday-maker of 1870 from continental 
travel, drew attention to the beauties of 
the Upper Thames, whose villages have 
bloomed into small towns as a result cf 
the accidental advertisement. This year 
a patriotic care for national finance will 
keep many Englishmen from winter 
sports, and ingenuity is being directed 
towards the filling of the gap. Hitherto 
ice-skating indoors has been deemed an 
unworthy shadow of “ the real thine,” but 
now necessity demands a more tolerant 
attitude. “I have recently opened new 
rinks at Southampton, Birmingham and 
Liverpool,” announced Viscount Doneraile.

STATEMENT ISSUED FROM 
DUBLIN. 


Mr. Gilbert Lynch, a member of the 


‘Galway County Council and the Galway 


Urban. Council,. writing to us from the 
Banba Hall, 20 Parnell square, encloses 
a copy of a statement issued by the Mayor 
of Sligo, and the Chairmen of the Galwav 
and Westmeath County Councils, which 
has been sent to public bodies. 

In a covering letter sent with the state- 
ment to all representatives on public 
bodies, Mr. Lynch states that he has been 
asked by the signatories to act on their 
behalf in Dublin, and that it has been 
suggested that the matter raised in the 
statement should be taken up as a non- 
party issue by every public body through- 
out the country,.and that if necessary a 
conference of representatives of public 
bodies should be called to consider the 
steps to be taken to prevent the passage of 
which would bring about a 
recrudescence of civil strife in the country. 


THE STATEMENT. 


The statement, which is signed by John 
Lynch, Mayor of Sligo; Eamonn Corbett. 
Chairman Galway County Council; and 
Thomas Maguire, Chairman Westmeath 
County Council, is addressed ‘‘ To All 
Public Bodies,’’ and states :— 

‘The proposed ‘Police Bill’ we know 
is causing much concern and uneasiness 
amongst the people in the country, and is 
adding to the uncertainty of the whole 
situation, already so disturbed owing to 
economic developments. 


““ It is evident that outside the Govern- 
ment there is no desire for coercive 
measures. Even ardent supporters of the 
present régime confess that they are unable 
to justify them. We fear that if un- 
limited powers are given to the. military 
and police forces, turmoil, and strife will 
ensue, with terrible consequences to the 
nation. There is a general fear that the 
proposed bill is a deliberate effort to frus- 
trate the results of the growing discontent 
against the present régime; that for the 
sake of party the country is to be upset.”

TRIUMPH OF US. 
AIRMEN. 


NON-STOP FLIGHT OF 
4,500 MILES. 
: 


From REUTER's CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Monday. 
HE first non-stop trans-Pacific flight, 
a distance of er 4,565 miles, was 
completed this morning by Messrs, Clyde 
Pangborn and Hugh Herndon, the Ameri- 
can flyers, as the penultimate stage of a 
flight round the world. The time occu- 
Ie in the ocean crossing was forty-one 
iours, and they came to earth at 
Wenatchee, State of Washington. 
Lindbergh's flight from New York to 
Paris was only a distance of 5,510 miles. 
The airmen made what they described 
as a “ fishtail landing ’’; for the landing

gear of the ’plane had been jettisoned 
after a take off in Japan to decrease 
wind pressure. As the fuselage struck 
the ground the ‘plane slid long slowly in 
a cloud of dust, finally tipping on its 
nose and coming to rest on the left wing.

had one of his eyes cut. 


£5.000 PRIZE. 


A representative of the Japanese news- 
paper, Asahi, which offered a prize of 
£5,000 for the first flight between Japan 
and the U.S.A., in either direction. 
greeted the airmen with a cheque for the 
money. 

Before landing the flyers circled for a 
few minutes and dumped their surplus 
petrol, to prevent a possible fire when 
they hit the ground. 

_ When they stepped out of the ‘plane 
it was noticed that neither of them was 
wearing shoes, ‘‘ We've been in Japan so 
long,’’ they said, ‘‘that we are still 
going barefoot ’’; for they had been in- 
terned for some time for flying over for- 
bidden areas in Japan without a permit. 


“RECORD ” ATTEMPT 
GIVEN UP. 

They still had a hundred gallons of 
petrol left, and said that they nearly 
went on to Spokane, but came back. 

‘It was too foggy to go on to Salt 
Lake City,’’ they added. 

They told how they circled Mount 
Rainier three times, and passed Seattle 
at about 3 a.m. to-day. 

The airmen announced that they are 
going on to Dallas (Texas), non-stop from 
Wenatchee,. in order to compete for the 
additional 25,000 dollars (£5,000 at par) 
offered by a wealthy Texan for the first 
flight from Japan to Dallas with only one 
Stop. 

The start from Sabushiro Beach, 
Japan, was at 7 a.m. on Sunday. They 
had hoped that once over the U.S.A. they 
could go on to Salt Lake City, 5,200 miles 
from Sabushiro, in order to beat the 4,941 
miles non-stop flight of the Americans, 
Boardman and Polando, from New York 
to Istanbul.

PRECARIOUS INDUSTRY. 

Even if measures st.ch as these should 
result in the balancing of the Reich's 
Budget the position of trade and industry 
still remains precarious. Not a day 
passes now without some well-known firm 
announcing its insolvency. The economic 
and financial position is so precarious that 


| none of the Bourses has been permitted 


to open since Great Britain went off the 
gold standard a fortnight ago. Applica- 
tions for foreign currencies are being 
severely scrutinised, and exchange quota- 
tions are fixed daily by the Reichsbank. 
In fact, there has been no free market 
either for stocks and shares or foreign 
exchange in Germany since September 1st. 
Moreover, in the last week of September 
the gold cover of the Reichsmark declined 
by about twenty-five per cent. owing to 
the difficulty of maintaining the exchange. 
Many banks have been saved from ruin 
for the time being by the maintenance 
agreement by which short-term credits are 
not withdrawn and by the closing of the 
Stock Exchanges. Others, however, have 
had to close down, as, for instance, the 
well-known Deichmann Bank at Cologne 
and the banking firm of Schoenberger and 
Company in Berlin.

of the unemployed to correspond has, how- 
ever, met with considerable mistrust on 
the part of the workers’ unions. 


The Government itself is in a precarious 


position. The brightest spot on the

The idea is to form Franco-German hold- 
ing companies for corresponding in- 
dustries, which will retain their individual 
independence and for their joint under- 
taking issue obligations or shares.

‘* BUMP OFF” FEARED. 


After brief and formal Court proceedings, 
the accused— Vincent Coll, Frankie Giordano, 
and three unuamed prisoners, were indicted 
for murder in the first degree, and committed 
to 'lombs Prison. 

The Courtroom was bristling with sawn-off 
shot guns jand pistols in the hands of reso- 
Inte policemen, determined to prevent any 
attempt to ‘‘bump off’ Coll, as was 
rumoured to be likely. 

The prisoners were taken to the Court, 
and afterwards to the Tombs. in an armoured 
car, escorted by armed police on motor- 
cycles. 


In addition to the baby massacre, Coll 
was also sought in connection with the murder 
of a gangster last Friday morning and a bomb 
explosion the same night at a garage during 
the seizure of a truck-load of beer. 


BULLET-SWEPT STREET. 


It was on July 29th that an open 
manned by a squad of seven gunmen out to 
execute a rival beer runner, tore through 
a street in the Italian quarter of Harlem and 
opened a machine-gun fusillade at the victim, 
who was standing in a doorway. Too quick 
for them. he had spotted the gleaming 
muzzles of the guns before they barked, and 
flung himself prone, leaving the hail of lead 
to scatter death and injury among five 
children who were playing on the pavement. 
Two were so severely injured that they 
died. One was a babe .n a perambulator 
who was in charge of her five-year-old sister.

STATE CONTROL OF INDUSTRIES. 


Mr. Hirst, in his presidential address, 
said:— “We meet to-day, In circum: 
stances which are altogether exceptional in 
the dramatic history of the Labour move- 
ment, For more than two years the» second 
Labour Government was in office. We no 
Jonger have a Labour Government. The 
events of recent weeks, in so far as 
they affect the position and the pros- 
pects of the Labour movement, warrant 
neither pessimism nor doubts as to our 
future. The traditional policy of Labour has 
been ‘work or maintenance. The Labour 
Government fell because it refused to be 
blackmailed into sacrificing the unemployed. 


THE FINANCIAL CRISIS. 


Speaking of the financial crisis and the 
policy of ‘‘ equality of sacrifice,” Mr. Hirst 
continued : i 

“The deep-seated causes of the financial 
crisis are to be found, not in our national 
situation, but in our international situation. 
What we have been confronted with in re- 
cent months represents, in actual fact, the 
latest phase of the Great War. Territorial re- 
adjustments in which economic interests 
were saarificed to political boundaries, 
the failure boldly to face up to the problem of 
international debts and reparations, the re- 
fusal to consider during the early post-war 
period Labour’s proposal for a capital levy 
with a view to the substantial reduction of 
our national indebtedness, the ill-considered 
funding of the British debt to America, the 
debt settlements with France and Italy, and 
the insistence upon the policy of rapid de- 
filation through our speedy return to the gold 
standard, are all contributory factors to the 
financial crisis which occurred during the late 
summer. 

“No party more than the Labour Party 
stands for the efficient conduct of national 
business. But while there was unanimity of 
opinion as to the need for balancing the 
Rudget, there was also strong and irreconcil- 
able division of opinion regarding the ways 
and means of achieving that object. 

“ The principle of equality of sacrifice is a 


sound principle if it is soundly applied, but | 


it does not mean that every section should 
bear new burdens if certain’. sections are 
already bearing too many. | 

“The real object of the demand for ‘ econo- 
mies’ at the exense of the wage-earners and 
the unemployed was not merely that the 
Budget should be balanced, but more parti- 
cularly in order to maintain the credit of the 
nation and to keep the country on the gold 
standard. 


THE POUND NOT SAVED. 


“On paper the Budget was balanced on the 
basis of a variety of ‘economies’ which were 
an undeniable violation of the principle of 
equality of sacrifice. Already it is problem. 
atical whether they will, in fact, lead to a 
balancing of the Budget. Rut of this there 
can be no denial: that they have completely 
failed to achieve their primary object. | 
Britain is no longer on the gold standard. 
The pound has not been saved. 

“ Not only, therefore, have the sacrifices 
been in vain, but their burden will be sub- 
stantially increased hy the failure of the 
National Government's policy to achieve 
their declared object. 

“There seems to be no question but that 
four weeks ago a successful attempt was made 
to stampede people in authority into taking 
action which had long been desired by those 
who pressed it, and which had not been 
thought of as an emergency step for dealing 
with an emergency situation.”’ 


BANKING’S INFLUENCE. 


Mr. Hirst said that no private industry in 
the country had the same power of control 
over the economic life and well-being of the 
people as the banking sérvice, and he com- 
mented: “The fact that a situation 
arose which affected the credit of the Bank 
of England and of the nation seo 
adversely as to make it necessary for the 
bankers to require action by the Government, 
and sacrifices by the people, in order to pro- 
tect them from the consequences of their own 
policy, is manifestly far too grave a matter: 
to be allowed to recur. We must remember 
that not only have severe sacrifices been im- 
posed upon the people, but that, as an inevi- 
table result of what has since happened, the 
cost of living must soon rise. 

“Thus, at one blow, the maintenance of 
the unemployed, the wage-rates of all State 
services, the cost of living of the people as a 
whole, are adversely affected, and wages 
generally jeopardised.” 


GENERAL ELECTION. 


_“ The present Government had hardly been 
installed before Tory propaganda was let 
se in favour of a general election to secure 
tariffs. It is curious how soon the need for a 
so-called National Government disappears 
when its existence conflicts with the party 
aims and interesis of the Tories. It 
is ©6quite clear that the Conservative 
Party is afraid that the opportunity to snatch 
a party victory which they thought was pre. 
sented by the financial crisis and the adverse 
balance of trade is likely soon to disappear 
because of the helpful effects upon trade of 
the de-valuation of the pound. 
_ © Tt will, in due course. mean an increase 
in the cost of living. And with this in pros- 
, 18 it not significant that the so-called 
jational Government have destroyed the 
Labour proposals «ontained in the Consumers’ 
Council Bill, which would have afforded a 
measure of protection to the people 
against ‘ profiteers*? 

“The imposition of a tariff is unthinkable. 
Not only would it hamper trade recovery. but 
still further increase the cost of living. 
The Government realise that their economy 

licy has failed. They fear that before 
i the whole country’ will have 
realised this fact, too, and will be resentful! 
ot the imposition of burdens which have been 
of no avail. They desire to rush an election 
before tho full effect of going off the gold 


.standard is reflected in the cost of living. 


“Labour denounces protective tariffs as a 
sinister mstrument of ineffictent capitalism 
to press down still further the wage standards 
of the workers. As such, protective tarfis 
will be fought with the whole weight and 
power of Labour. a 

“We are on the threshold. of. battle—a 
battle in which the world is to witness the.

drafted. 

“In addition to the question of policy, 
the conference will be called upon in special 
session to consider the finances of the party.

STATE OWNERSHIP OF 
INDUSTRIES. 


Mr. J. R. Clynes moved the first of the 
resultions on policy to form the basis of 
Lapour’s election programme, It affirmed 
the conviction that Socialism provided the 
real solution of the evils resulting from un- 
regalated competition on the one hand, and 
the dominution of vested interests, on the 
other, an: pressed for the extension of 
publicly-owned industries and services, con- 
ducted solely in the interests of the people. 

Mr, Clynes deciared that Socialism was an 
ordered plan for social well-being, but 
capitalism was an accident; it had never 
been designed or planned. Let them not 
believe that Socialism meant merely an 
extension of relief or of doles. These were 
rather a phase of the capitalistic State. ‘* We 
must, he said, ‘reaffirm (Socialism more 
than ever now in the coming election fight 
as an alternative to the crushing burdens of 
a victorious and foolish system of capitalism, 
which has produced poverty in the midst of 
plenty.’ 

Mr. Herbert Morrison seconded the motion. 
He begged the party in the coming election to 
make Socialism itself the big fundamental and 
most acute issue. 


MR. MAXTON’S DOUBT. 


When Mr. Maxton went to the rostrum, he 
said that he did not know whether he was in 
order in speaking in the conference after the 
resolution which had been carried with 
reference to the Standing Orders. 

He was interrupted with cries of “ Get off 
it,” and “ You are losing time. 

I am not losing time, he retorted. You 
have passed a resolution which, in my. view,

LIGHTING THE LAMPS. 


MR. HENDERSON’S ADVICE. 


Mr. Arthur Henderson, in the course of his 
address, said that they met in the curious 
position that no one present knew. when the 
election would be upon them:. We can only 
follow the sound and sane policy of having 
our lamps trimmed — I should say almost 
lighted—ready to step into the fray. whenever 
the proclamation of the election is issued, he 
went on. Unfortunately we may not know 
until Wednesday whether the proclamation is 
being issued on that day.or on cnother day. 
The only thing I see that we can do is to 
ask the Standing Orders Committee to watch 
the position very closely, try to spend most 
of our time on essentials, making every effort 
to zet rid of the two reports and then proceed 
with the ten resolutions submitted: on behalf 
of the National. Executive, which must form 
the basis of our election and manifesto policy. 


MR. MCGOVERN’S. POSITION. 


Mr. David Kirkwéod, M.P., appealed to 

the Conference to instruct the Executive to 
take back a paragraph in the report endorsing 
the finding of the Scottish Executive that Mr. 
John McGovern, M.P., “is not a fit and proper 
person to represent Labour in Parliament.”’ 
Mr. McGovern, he said, was in jail because 
of his activities on behalf of the unemployed 
in “Glasgow. Had he not been in jail he 
would have been present to plead his cause 
hefore them. The Independent Labour Party 
would regard it as a friendly act towards their 
parfy if the Conference were to meet them 
on their request. 
- Mr. Shaw (Glasgow Labour Party) said that 
it was not because Mr. McGovern was in jail 
that the decision was reached that he was not 
a. fit, and: proper person to represent Labour 
ip Parliament. 


RELATIONS WITH L.L.P. 


An unusual situation arose when the section 
of the Executive’s report ‘on relations with 
the Independent Labour Party and the dis- 
ciplinary action proposed by the tightening 
up of the constitution and. standing orders 
was passed without comment or protest from 
the Independent Labour Party. It had been 
generally exp that there would have 
been a heated debate. Mr. Elvin afterwards 
stated that the Independent “Labour Party 
representatives had explained that the reason 
for their silence was due to a misunderstand. 
ing on their part, and they asked that the 
matter should be re-opened. 

Permission was given by the Conference. 

Mr. Finner Bréstway then moved the refer. 
ence back of the section. The difference of 
policy, he said, had arisen because the In- 
dependent Labour Party took the view that 
a minority Labour Government should use 
its position to introduce a Socialist pro- 
gramme, and stand or fall by it. The policy 
of the party, he added, when you have a 
Labour Government, is not in the hands of 
the Parliamentary Laliour Party at all. The 
policy is determined by a Prime Ministér who 
has selected his own Government, and 
again and again the Parliamentary 
Party is faced with proposals brought 
forward ‘in such a way that it is 
impossible -in-a democratic wav for the Par- 
liamentary Party to reverse those pronosals. 
We want to say to the Conference: Surely, 
in view of the undemocratic methods which 
now exist in the Parliamentary Labour Party, 
you are not going to say, immediately he- 
fore this election, that those of us who are not 
able to accept Standing Orders of that kind 
shall not he endorsed. ynless we are prepared 
to accept that kind of democratic control in 
the House of Commons, We have to say to 
you, frankly and clearly. that it is impossible 
for ns to accept Standing Orders of that 
nature, and we shall have to take. the conse: 
quences. '

PUBLIC OWNERSHIP OF 
MINES. 


Mr. Shinwell, M.P., late Secretary for 
Mines, moved a resolution reaffirming a de- 
mand for the complete unification of the 
mining industry under public ownership and 
control, and for the introduction of a 
minimum living wage for those engaged in 
the industry. 

Mr. J. Jones, Secretary of the Yorkshire 
Miners, and a member of the Party 
Executive, seconded the resolution, and gave 
it the blessing of the Miners’ Federation. 
It was carried unanimously. 


DISARMAMENT. 


Dr. Hugh Dalton, late Parliamentary 
Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs, moved 
a resolution declaring that the present 
expenditure on armaments by the nations 
of the world was a danger to peace and to 
the security of the peoples, and urging that 
this country should put forward, at the 
World Disarmament Conference, proposals 
for drastic and far-reaching reductions, by 
international agreement, in the numbers and 
equipment of all armed forces, and in 
military, naval and air expenditure. 

The resolution was agreed to, and the 
Conference adjourned until to-day.

“The arrangement is precisely parallel 
with that which exists, and has existed 
for many years, between ‘lrinity College, 
Dublin, and the Church of Ireland for 
the control of the Divinity School of 
Dublin Universit.

lege, but only In the distinctively 
religious activities for which the Divinity

“IT have been a member of this Council 
for a great many years, and can testify 
to the excellent’ way im which the 
arrangement works. On the Divinity 
School Couneil the Church is represented 
by three bishops, who are nominated by 
the bishops und not by the General 
Synod, 

"é It was distinctly laid down that these 
three do not sit as deiegates on the 
Svncá but ‘in a deliberative and admin- 
istrative position to exercise each his un- 
fettered discretion as a member of the 
University Body. The University would 
not tolerate any dictation from any out- 
side body ' 

“This phrasing had reference to an 
effort which was made at one time: “to 
bring the representatives’ of the Church 
under the control of the Synod. It was, 
I suppose, for a precisely similar reason 
that the Northern Government refused to 
admit nominations by a popular body, 

‘and insisted that it must be by the heads 
of the Cnurchas. 

“It is, surely, time that bitter contro- 
versy and recrimination chouxld cease, and 
that the question should he viewed in a 
calm and reasonable spirit, In a case 
such as this there is nothing so useful as 
experience, and I tell you, therefore, of 
the great success of the arrangement with 
Trinity College. 

“The Archbishop of Dublin and the

The volume of opinion against the 
crippling of the railway, despite occa- 
sional complaints in detail of the railway 
management, mostly relating to the past, 
is impressive. On no question of = 
importance has there ever been so muh 
unanimity among al! parties and 2lasses 
as on the proposition that the railways 
are indispensable to Irish eh 
The unfair handicap to which the 141) 
ways are subjected has heen every where 
insisted on. It has been noted thar the 
railways, as public carriers, are bound 
to take all classes of goods and are subject 
in the management of their business to 
the control of the Railway Tribunal, 
while the competing road ean select 
the best paying goods and leave the: rail- 
ways to Sendis the least paying. . 

The railway shareholders have paid for 
the construction, and pay every day for 
the maintenance, of their lines. The com- 
peting road services are provided largely 
at the cost of the ratepayers; and of these

The thet. Over al aver again it has been 


' pointed out at local administrative bodies 


that. if the railways are let down, the 
burden Df the rates they now pay must 
by the loca) ratepayers, whose 
endurance has already reached its Jimit. 
COSTLY REGULATIONS. 
.. In addition to this handicap on the 
railways there is the handicap that the 
competing road services are free from the 
manifold regulations of the Department 
of Agriculture. To obey these regulations 
costs money, which the railway must pay 
and which its competitors escape paying. 
It was stated at a meeting that privately- 
owned motor lorries, carrying sheep, 
calves, and vigs to fairs, bring back in the 
same vehicies loads of groceries and provi- 
sions for local shopkeepers and that no 
cleansing or disinfecting is employed. 
This is surely a startling statement when 
one remembers the strictness with which 
such sanitary measures are enforced on 
the railways. 

Under such handicaps reasonable com- 
petitive traffic rates between the railways 
and the lorries are obviously. impossible. 
The railways must lose; and, if they are 
allowed to go ou losing much longer, the 
end is in sight. 

The contest with road traffic is unequal 
and unfair. It is also unprofitable to 
either contestant. The way out is surely 
by equalising the conditions of the com- 
petition, and so controlling it as to give 
fair play to everybody. The Enniscorthy 
Echo says: ‘‘We cannot afford to do 
without either service. We —need 
our railways for the transport of 
large quantities of goods, and we need the 
‘buses for the extra convenience they bring 
in certain districts. At the present 
moment neither can afford to charge 
economic prices. Therefore, unless some 
outside body, obviously the State, inter- 
venes, a crash is inevitable. The real crux 
is that both systems are heading for 
bankruptcy.”’ 


| 8UGGESTED CHANGES. 

Various suggestions for compulsory 
changes in working have been made. It 
has been urged that lorries conveying 
merchandise and live-stock should be 
registered as such; that they should be 
confined to routes not competitive with the 
railways, should run to a published time- 
table, and have their rates fixed by a con- 
trolling authority. 

Appeals to the Government for imme- 
diate action have been universal. A 
typical resolution was passed at a meeting 
at Tuam, at which Monsignor Walsh 
spoke, which. declared: ‘‘ As the Great 
Southern Railway has been gravely 
injured by the unrestricted heavy motor 
traffic and the transfer of the unproductive 
baronial railways’ liabilities to them by 
the Amalgamation Act, we call on the 
Government and the Ddil to take imme- 
diate action to devise means to assist the 
railways, and to avert the serious calamity 
threatening the people of the West, as the

One searches in vain the resolutions and 
speeches on the railway guestion for any 
advocacy of the supersession of the rail- 
ways by the roads. The vital need of 
conserving the railways is the domrant 
note everywhere. Road traffic, rationally 
conducted and controlled, has its merits, 
its conveniences and possibilities ; but, if 
it succeeds in killimg the railways, all 
known and responsible persons agree that 
the result would be disastrous to the 
country. Yet one voice has been raised 
whose whole-hog advocacy of road traffic 
has been made to ccho in the Press over 
several counties. 

A study of the clippings from the Press- 
cutting agencies reveals a series of con- 
tributions from a writer signing himself 
“High Road,” printed every week in 
about a dozen of the Free State provincial 
papers, circulating over several counties, 
from Kerry to Longford. It is worth 
noting that ‘‘ High Road’s “ point of view 
has not been shared, or his arguments 
echoed, by the speakers at any meetings. 
He believes, nevertheless, that a plebiscite 
of Irish farmers would by a majority 
declare against ‘‘any curtailment of 
modern transport rmethods,’’ and sets 
aside as unimportant the many “‘ loosely- 
worded resolutions ” of the public bodies. 
If it is cheaper or more convenient to use 
the road, a farmer, he says, “ will do so 
until we have a full-blooded Communistic 
Government in power, when he will do 
just what they order.’’ He sees the pro- 
tests against killing the railways in the 
same light as that of the idle protests of 
jarveys against the bicycle, the motor car 
and the taxi-cab, and of protests made on 
behalf of “poor old Bianconi ” when the 
railways destroyed the mail coach traffic 
and al] its ancillary industries. ‘‘ Harm- 
less resolutions from unthinking people 
ought not to stop the wheels of progress. ' 


OPPOSING ARGUMENT. 


This kind of argument is in violent con- 
trast to the general attitude of the country 
and its belief that the destruction of the 
railways would be a national disaster. 
Briefly the argument is: Let us alone, 
and you will see the survival of the fittest. 
Devil take the hindmost. “' As the rail- 
ways superseded road transit from 1840, 
so will motor transport largely supersede 
railway transport from 1920.’’ 

It is not surprising that people engaged 
in competition with competitors who are 
handicapped by legal and administrative 
restrictions that they themselves escape— 
competitors who have to pay the whole 
cost of their own lines, and in addition a 
large share of the cost of the roads for 
their rivals—should plead to be let alone. 

“ High Road’s’’ reason why the rail- 
ways do not pay is that ‘‘ the managements 
tolerate uneconomic working conditions 
implying a too short working week, a too 
AR wages scale, and too many redundant 
ofhces This, so far as it may be true, is 
surely part of their unfavourable handicap 
in their struggle against unfair road com- 
petition. 

To-day one may see in the coast line 
suburbs of Dublin half-a-dozen ‘buses 
racing side by side in competition with one 
another, with the tramways and with the 
railway. Legislation, after long delay, 
seems to be on its way. It ought to be 
based on the public interest, present and 
future, and on the strict application of the 
principles of equality and fair play as 
between competing interests.

CARRIED OVER 7,000 MILES FOR

RESEARCH WORK. 


One of the most curious cargoes ever car- 
ried by a ship atrived at Liverpool yesterday 
on the Pacific Steam Navigation Company's 
liner Orcoma. It consisted of one and a half 
{ons of sea water, contained in a large 
number of glass bottles, packed in sixty 
packing cases, which had travelled 7,418 
miles from Callao, Peru. The water was 
taken from the Humboldt current, which 
runs from Valparaiso, in Chile, to Ecuador. 
Special apparatus was used to take samples 
from €,000 metres below sea level. Specially 
constructed bottles attached to long wires 
were lowered into the sea. and it was possible 
toi take water from any depth required. 
The water has been sent to London for 
chemical analysis to discover how much 
oxygen and other components it cuntains 
Little is known about the Humbcldt curreve. 
and efforts are being made by the research 
ship, William Scorsby, to ascertain its 
constituents.
